Roy Tranter has attended 
his share of Remembrance 
Day ceremonies at the 
Cenotaph on Queen St. 

There were decades when 
he didn't miss one. 

But although he hasn't 
been well enough to parade 
with his fellow veterans at the 
last couple, and he won't be 
there Monday, he will be 
thinking of those who will, 
and the many more who never 
made it to one - who never 
came home. 

Tranter considers himself 
very fortunate. He was in the 
reserves for three years, and 
then in the regular army for 
another three. He left as a cap¬ 
tain, but as a member of the 
advance guards, never saw 
action. He was commissioned 
upon his graduation from the 
University of Toronto dental 
school, and stayed on for a 
year after the war ended to 
provide treatment for return¬ 
ing soldiers. 

"I was one of the lucky 
ones. I got to come home and 
raise a family,” he says.

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Options for NOTL schools open for further discussion

Those charged with look¬ 
ing at the future of Parliament 
Oak and Crossroads Public 
Schools have come up with 
some possible options, which 
they will continue to refine 
and discuss at their next 
meeting. 

Board staff have also 
offered two scenarios to the 


mittee (ARC), and one option 
came about from the last 
public meeting. 


John Henricks, the town 
planning director, suggested 
at Wednesday’s ARC meeting 
that Parliament Oak remain 
open to accommodate 250 to 
328 JK to Grade 8 students 
(328 is the current enrolment 
figure), with renovations to 
bring the school up to the 
caliber of the new Crossroads 
Public School. 

That could mean an 
updated learning commons 
for the older school, and 
smart boards in every class¬ 
room—whatever it is that 
makes students decide to 


The option includes the 
demolition of inaccessible 
and surplus spaces, and 
addition to the 


Full day Kindergarten, 
boundary changes that have 
been made but not enforced 
and future housing starts 
should help bring enrolment 
up to target figures, that 
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“I feel we need to protect 
the facility at Parliament Oak 
for the long term. We know 
historically 


that populations do come 
back,” Henricks said. 

The projected growth for 
Virgil and the Old Town is 
very similar, he said, and it 
won't be only seniors moving 
into the Parliament Oak 
catchment area. 

Parent Toby Simmonds, 
representing Parliament Oak 
parents, was loath to even talk 
about her school closing, but 
told the committee her par¬ 
ents would like the option of 
sending their children to 
either St. Davids Public 
School or Crossroads, should 
the unmentionable happen. 

Although until this point 


v Saturday, Nov. 16th 
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CYTEC Downtown Niagara Falls 
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Parade at 11:00am 
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any mention of St Davids or 
of high schools has been shut 
down, since they’re not part 
of the review, chairman Sue 
Mark allowed Simmonds to 
also include in her option a 
request for the board to 
reopen secondary feeder 
school choices. Some 
Parliament Oak parents, she 
said, want their kids to attend 
A.N. Myer in Niagara Falls, 
the home high school for St. 
Davids students, bothbecause 
of reduced bus travel time by 
staying on this side of the 
canal, and because it’s an 
academic rather than arts-fo- 
cused school. 

It was also suggested, as 
another option, that all 
Parliament Oak students be 
directed to St. Davids through 
a boundary change, thereby 
possibly eliminating the need 
for portables or an addition at 


PerryQuinn 
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The requests from 
Crossroads parents, put for¬ 
ward in an option presented 
by Amanda Fretz, are for an 
addition to be completed by 
2016, and that Parliament 
Oak stay open until the addi¬ 
tion is finished. 

Fretz said parents would 
like to see additional land 
purchased beside Crossroads 
for more parking, a traffic 
light and crosswalk on 
Niagara Stone Rd. at the 
school exit, additional lock¬ 
ers, improved traffic flow from 
the school to Line 2, and that 
music, French and art classes 
continue as currently in place, 
with dedicated classrooms. 

A solution that came from 
the public meeting called for 
both schools to stay open, 
with JK to Grade 3 at one 
school and Grade 4 to 8 at the 

Board staff presented two 
scenarios, both clos¬ 
ing Parliament Oak 
and sending stu- 

Crossroads—one 
with PO remaining 
open until an addi¬ 
tion is completed 
at Crossroads in 
2016, the other 
calling for porta¬ 
bles in the interim.

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NOTL Food truck regulations 'close to middle ground’

Should food trucks be 
regulated? Are they taking 
business away from tax-pay¬ 
ing ‘bricks and mortar’ res¬ 
taurants? Do they have a role 
to play at events in town? 

The subject of food trucks 
in Niagara-on-the-Lake has 
been a touchy one, but town 
planner John Henricks hopes 
he has some answers that 
will make everyone happy. 

“It sounds like we’re close 
to a middle ground,” said 
Henricks. 

“I hope to have some rec¬ 
ommendations both sides 
will agree with.” 

There will be recommen¬ 
dations from planning staff 
coming forward next week to 
place restrictions on food 
trucks through a new bylaw, 
but those recommendations, 
if accepted by council, won’t 
drastically change current 
practices, says Henricks. 

A draft of the bylaw will be 
the subject of a public meet¬ 
ing Monday, and following 



that will be before the plan¬ 
ning committee for discus¬ 
sion and approval before 
going to council for ratifica- 
don. The bylaw could change 
as a result of public input, 
Henricks said, or as a direc¬ 
tion of council. 

His recommendation, 
pending input from stake¬ 
holders, will be to prohibit 
food trucks in the downtown, 
Queen Picton area of town, 
and on municipal property, 
but so far, these locations 
haven’t been an issue, he 
says, and there could be an 
exception made with a 
request through a special 
event permit. 

The Town has no control 
over food trucks on federal 
property such as the 
Commons or Shaw Festival 
grounds, he added. 

He is suggesting the farm¬ 
ers market at Garrison Village 
Dr. will be allowed to contin¬ 
ue to invite food trucks to its 
weekly supper market during 
the summer, he said. 

The wineries, some of 
which have hosted events 
with one or more food trucks, 


will be allowed to continue 
with a special event permit, if 
the current recommenda¬ 
tions are accepted. 

He is also suggesting that 
wineries be allowed one food 
truck for one 24-hour period 
52 weeks of the year. 

"We want to do what we 
can to help the wineries, but 


food trucks are not intended 
to be permanent We’re try¬ 
ing to help wineries find ways 
to make food available with¬ 
out replacing restaurants and 
kitchens,” said Henricks. 

“We want to find a com¬ 
munity-based solution that 
helps the wine mdustry with¬ 
out hurting restaurants. 


Hopefully this will work.” 

Food trucks at the Shaw 
Festival’s weekly film festival 
throughout the winter have 
been a popular attraction, 
and Henricks said he doesn’t 
want to do anything to upset 
that relationship, “but it 
would be helpful to have a 
community dialogue. I’m not 
sure what their plans are this 
winter.” 


own niche in a “changing 
landscape,” said Henricks, 
"and I think we can make this 
a win for everyone.” 

The public meeting to dis¬ 
cuss the draft bylaw dealing 
with food trucks will take 
place Monday, Nov. 11 at 7 
p.m. in the town hall council 
chamber. 

The draft bylaw will be 
available to the public Friday 
afternoon, Nov. 8, at notl.org.

Food trucks have their 
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To those who never made it home, we will always remember 


Canadian 
lives were 
lost during 
lesser-known 
conflicts 


Remembrance Day ser¬ 
vices are taking on a dif¬ 
ferent flavor. Critical to 
remembering those who 
have paid the ultimate 
sacrifice in service to our 
country, the scope of 
memory is shifting. 

My recollection of how 
the media portrays 
Canadian involvement in 
conflict has traditionally 
focused on the European 
battles of First and Second 
World Wars. Familiar are 
battles of Passchendaele, 
Vimy Ridge, Dieppe, and 
Juno Beach. These are the 
often quoted fields of sac¬ 
rifice on Remembrance 
Day. 

Lesser known conflicts 
where Canadians have

sacrificed their lives 
include the Boer War, the 
Korean War, and UN 
Peacekeeping operations 
in various locations since 
1956. The most recent war 
fought by Canadians has 
been in Afghanistan. 

Recently I had the 
privilege of sitting down 
with two veterans of the 
seldom mentioned Second 
World War conflict in 
Hong Kong. 

NOTL native Jack 
Hunter served as a quar¬ 
termaster on HMCS Prince 
Robert. Ken Pifher, who 


grew up in Paris, Ontario 
and now lives in Grimsby, 
served with the Pioneer 
Platoon of the Royal 
Rifles. 

In 1941 Pifher was 
among 100 soldiers from 
Ontario sent to the West 
Coast to fill the roster for a 
full Canadian regiment to 
go overseas. 

As a new recruit at 19 
years of age his only mili¬ 
tary training was for guard 
duty, with some rifle range 
training using the obso¬ 
lete First World War vin¬ 
tage Royal Ross rifle. When 
he first boarded HMCS 
Prince Robert, he had no 
idea where he was going 
until the ship reached 
Honolulu. It was then that 
he learned his assignment 
in Hong Kong was to build 
bailey bridges or anything 
to help troops to get from 
A to B in any situation in 
order to defend the British 
colony from the Japanese. 

In November 1941 the 
HMCS Prince Robert

arrived in Hong 
Kong and it soon 
became evident 
to the Canadian 
troops that tanks 
could not oper¬ 
ate among the 
steep moun- 

Pifher was 


deliver food and 
supplies by truck 
to troops on the 
front line. The 
battle with the 
Japanese began 
Dec. 8, only 
hours after the 
attack on Pearl 
Harbor, and con¬ 


tinued for 17 days with 
heavy losses. He says food 
and water became scarce 
and it was a situation 
where you had to fight for 
your life. The surviving 
Canadian soldiers surren¬ 
dered and became prison¬ 
ers of war (POWs) on 
Christmas Day. 

The saga of the 
Canadian POWs would 
last four years as they were 
used by the Japanese as 
slave labour. Pifher says 
he was fortunate to stay in 
Hong Kong as opposed to 
being taken to Japan, 
where POWs had to work 
in mining operations 
which were extremely 



dangerous, and many did 
not survive. 

He was part of a crew 
that moved a mountain to 
make way for a new run¬ 
way at the Hong Kong air¬ 
port. This also involved 
digging into the moun¬ 
tains in order to hide 
armaments, guns and 
shells. He also worked at 
the famous Happy Valley 
Racetrack, with a grub hoe 
to plant sweet potatoes. 

Many Canadian POWs 
became ill, and many 
died, he said, due to the 
forced labour and mini¬ 
mal food rations. Many 
experienced beriberi 
(caused by nutritional 
deficiency), 
pellagra (a vita¬ 
min deficiency, 

(from unsani¬ 
tary condi¬ 
tions), and 
other diseases 
that nobody 
knew anything 
about.

In the summer of 
1945 Jack Hunter was 
18 years old when he 
was assigned as junior 
quartermaster aboard 
the HMCS Prince 
Robert. His training 
also had been minimal, 
and likewise he was 
unaware of the Prince 
Robert’s mission until 
well out in the Pacific 

The Prince Robert 
sailed eventually to 
Indonesia to accompa¬ 
ny British aircraft carri¬ 
ers, cruisers and 
destroyers. The Prince 
Robert was the radar 
ship of the whole fleet. 
The Allied forces of 
British, Australian and 
Canadian vessels were 
to retake control from 
the Japanese of 
Indonesia, and its oil 
resources. Following 
this the fleet sailed for 
Hong Kong. 

“When the Allied 
fleet arrived in Hong 
Kong the Japanese 
signed a truce, yet the 
war was not officially 
over until later,” said 

“We were extremely 
pleased that the Prince 


Robert was the first 
Allied ship into the har¬ 
bour. It was one mag¬ 
nificent thought for us 
Canadian POWs that 
our own cruiser came 
to take us home,” added 
Pifher. 

Hunter was one of 
the members of the 
detail along with doc¬ 
tors sent to check on 
the health of the 
Canadian POWs. 

“The Prince Robert 
could have taken 300 
POWs for the return trip 
home if they had been 
in good shape, but they 
were not,” said Hunter. 

There were only a 
few POWs healthy 
enough to be allowed 
on the Prince Robert, 
and Pifher was one of 
them. The Prince Robert 
escorted a hospital ship 
with most of the 
Canadian POWs first to 
a Replacement Depot 
in Manila, Philippines. 
Many of the former 
POWs had to stay a 
length of time to recu¬ 
perate from their ill¬ 
nesses before making 
the trip across the 

In September 1945 
both men returned to 
Canada on the Prince 


Pifher tells of the 
experience aboard ship 
of receiving a can of 
Dell Monte peaches. He 
opened up the can and 
could not resist the 
wonderful taste. He ate 
so much he brought it 
all up, but that did not 
diminish the pleasure 
of good food. 

As quartermaster 
Hunter was responsible 
for steering the ship in 
the wheelhouse which 
had restricted access. 
On the voyage home to 
Canada a couple of 
POWs begged him to 
allow them in the 
wheelhouse to spend 
five minutes steering 
the ship. They wanted 
to be able to say they 
steered the ship home. 
While he allowed them 
the pleasure, he was 
extremely nervous 
because he could’ve 
gotten into a lot of trou¬ 
ble, he recalls. 

The two veterans 
shared an afternoon of 
stories from their expe¬ 
riences and concluded 
with a toast in honor of 
their buddies who never 
made it home. 

“To them, we will 
always remember."

He opened a dentist 
office in town, and 
raised five children, 
one of whom still lives 
close by and visits him 
several times a day in 
the hospital, where he's 
been for three months, 
recovering from several 
falls and receiving 
physiotherapy. 

At 92, he has been a 
legion member for 
more than 60 years, 
and helped build the 
current legion hall, as 
well as several of the 
earlier locations. 

Garrett, who is com¬ 
ing up to his 60th year 
as a legion member, 
was also in the reserves, 
from 1945 to 1950, and 
was spared going over-

“I’ve been doing it 
for years, and I'll keep 
doing it as long as my 
legs hold up.” 

It makes for a long 
ceremony, and many 
veterans can’t stand up 
that long, he says. 

Some come to the 
service but don’t 
parade. 

“It’s a very emotion¬ 
al time for the veter¬ 
ans," says Garrett. 

“You can see it in 
their faces, in the tears 
forming on their 
cheeks, especially 
when Last Post is

We have two symbols we have adopt¬ 
ed for Remembrance Day to ensure we 
don't forget. One is the iconic poem 
written during the First World War, by a 


Canadian physician and poet, who 
fought at Ypres in the Flanders region of 
Belgium. 

It was because of his poem that we 
have the second symbol, the blood-red 
poppy, that we wear in the days 
approaching Remembrance Day, to 
honour our veterans, to show respect for 
them, and as a small token of our appre¬ 
ciation for what they have done for us. 

Monday, as our veterans arrive at the 
cenotaph, those of us who watch from 
the sidelines will be in the presence of 
the old and the young—the few remain¬ 
ing veterans from the Second World War, 
accompanied by soldiers from more 
recent conflicts, the Air Cadets, a symbol 
of the future with their commitment to 
volunteerism and civic responsibility, 
and the elementary school students who 
come out to be part of the service. 

The young and even the not so young 
have much to learn from those with 
first-hand experience of conflict, and 
gratitude for what they accomplished is 
best shown by being there for them on 
the one day of the year we promise to 
remember. 

It’s the best we can do—remember 
why they fought, and say thank you. And 
by doing so, letting those who didn’t 
come home sleep in peace.

I belong to Operation 
Legacy, a group of mem¬ 
bers of The War Amps 
Child Amputee (CHAMP) 
Program dedicated to pre¬ 


serving Canada’s military 
heritage and teaching 
other young people how 
to carry on the remem¬ 
brance message. 

This year, The War 
Amps is celebrating a 
major anniversary. 
Ninety-five years ago, 

First World War amputee 
veterans formed The 
Amputations Association 
of the Great War. The 
name was changed to The 
War Amputations of 
Canada when Second 


World War amputees 
joined their ranks. These 
men later started the 
CHAMP Program to assist 
young amputees like me. 

In addition to having 
had the privilege of learn¬ 
ing about Canada's mili¬ 
tary heritage from a young 
age, I also know what it is 
like to live without a limb 
- a strong bond that I 
share with war amputee 
veterans. Because of this, I 
feel it is my duty to ensure 
that the stories of war are 


preserved and its lessons 
never forgotten. 

Operation Legacy is a 
commitment to preserv¬ 
ing our national military 
heritage, and by doing so, 
we honour the men and 
women who have fought 
for us - even given their 
lives - to protect our 
rights and freedoms. And 
by passing on the stories 
of horror that these 
heroes have endured, it 
reminds us that war is 
something we never wish 


to face again. 

We remember that is 
better to choose peace 
over war and that stand¬ 
ing up for what we believe 
in is what makes us 
Canadians. 

Champs in Operation 
Legacy wish to spread this 
message not only to the 
adults whose parents per¬ 
haps lived through war, or 
left a war-tom country to 
come to Canada, but also 
our youth, as they will be 
the ones who need to pass 


on the remembrance to 
the next generation so 
that we ensure that the 
legacy of our veterans is 
never forgotten. 

I encourage everyone - 
particularly young people 
- to leam more through 
The War Amps Military 
Heritage Series documen¬ 
taries, which are available 
at a cost-recovery price at 
waramps.ca.

Woman unknowingly buys 
York Rd. house with friend

A woman who forged a friend’s 
name on mortgage documents for 
a house in Niagara-on-the-Lake 
pleaded guilty to fraud over $5,000 
Monday. 

Deborah Longmore, who was 45 
at the time of the offence, will be 
sentenced Jan. 17. 

She admitted to defrauding her 
friend of $294,375 on Dec. 11, 2009 
by obtaining a joint mortgage for 
1782 York Rd. 

Assistant Crown attorney Tom 


Jacob said the pair were friends 
since the 1980s and in 2009 decdied 
to jointly purchase the property. 

However, in December 2009, the 
friend decided to pull out and 
didn’t want to go through with the 
purchase. 

Longmore forged her name on 
documents to go ahead with the 
sale. As a result, the friend’s name 
is on the title of the property and 
with the mortgage company. 

The friend discovered her name 
was attached to the house when 
she called a credit agency on an 
unrelated matter. 

Jacob said to date, the Crown is 
unable to obtain an tangible loss to 
the friend of mortgage company 
since Longmore has kept the mort¬ 
gage in good standing. 

A pre-sentence report was 
ordered.

Niagara-on-the-Lake fire¬ 
fighters were called to extin¬ 
guish a fire early Sunday 
morning at a century-old 
home on Simcoe St., used as 
a cottage rental. 

The house suffered signif¬ 
icant damage, Niagara-on- 
the-Lake fire chief Alex 
Burbidge said. A damage 
estimate will depend on 
whether it is restored or lev¬ 
elled and rebuilt. 

“It’s still standing. There’s 


lots of house there,” he said. 

But there was consider¬ 
able smoke and structural 
damage inside, he said. 

It took 32 firefighters to 
tackle the inferno, with vol¬ 
unteers from the Old Town 
station and Virgil, and back¬ 
up from Glendale, he said. 

"Century homes are built 
very well. In this case, the 
fire got into the walls and 
moved into the attic—there 
was no firewall to stop it. But 
it’s not the first time our guys 
have seen this, and they 
made a good stop on it.” 

The Ontario Fire Marshal 
was investigating the cause 
of the fire early this week, 
and with so much of the 
house remaining, it will like¬ 
ly be possible to determine 
why the fire started, said 


Burbidge. 

The owners of the house 
had been there during the 
day on Saturday. They stay at 
the house at 408 Simcoe St. 
occasionally, when it isn’t 
rented out to tourists, the fire 
chief said. 

The blaze was called in 
around 1:30 a.m. when a 
neighbour smelled smoke.

Eke cited the roundabout 
benefits. It would allow for a 
continuous traffic flow, with 
a calming effect entering 
Virgil as drivers will have to 
slow down, and would be 
more environmentally 
friendly eliminating the 
need for idling.

Last Wednesday morn¬

Monthly InfoHealth sessions return 
to the Niagara-on-the-Lake Public 
Library Wednesday, after two sessions 
at the St. Catharines hospital site. 

The next presentation will be on 
mental health, depression and anxiety, 
says Dr. Bill Brown, organizer of the 

“Anxiety and depression often co¬ 
exist," says Brown, “and they are incred¬ 
ibly common. Most people at some 
time or multiple times in their lives will 


feel anxious and dispirited.” 

Unfortunately, in the majority of 
cases, treatment is medication, he 
says—sometimes unnecessarily. 

As an example, he says, 15 % of chil¬ 
dren will be treated for a mood disor¬ 
der. 

“I’m not minimizing the impor¬ 
tance of it but I think our default set¬ 
ting for managing the problem leads to 
medicating more than we should." 

Anxiety and depression are difficult 
to diagnose during a 10, 20 or 30-min¬ 
ute appointment, he says. 

“No one is an island. You need to 
ask questions about what’s going on at 
home, what’s driving the problem, and 
if you don’t get a sense of this you’ll 
probably never manage it properly, so 
you move to medicate."

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Nora McLellan kicks off Lynsdesfarne season in Shirley Valentine 


Veteran Shaw

You can’t leave the the¬ 
atre after seeing Willy 
Ressell’s classic Shirley 
Valentine without wanting 
to see it again. 

And you’ll have that 
opportunity with 

Lyndesfarne Theatre 
Projects’ season opener of 
the one-woman show star¬ 
ring the indomitable Nora 
McLellan. 

She’s played 


Shirley before —most 
recently in Saskatoon and 
before that at the Grand 
Theatre in London—but it 
never gets old, it just gets 
better, she says. 

"There’s an awful lot to 
mine in it,” says McLellan, a 
Niagara-on-the-Lake resi¬ 
dent who has spent more 
than two decades with the 
Shaw Festival, and who has 
been acing since she was a 
child. 

"It will always be a work 
in progress, at least until I 
run out of years to do it. My 
greatest moments are when 
I forget I’m in the play, and 
it is so easy to do that.” 

It’s a funny play, but it 
has its serious moments, 
moments when it tugs at 



your heart strings, as the 
middle-aged housewife 
from Liverpool in her work¬ 
ing-class kitchen stands 
over the cooker with the 
daily regiment of eggs and 
chips sizzling while she 
talks to the wall, which lis¬ 
tens as well as anyone else 
in her life 

But Shirley has a stroke 
of luck—a chance at a trip 
to Greece with a friend, and 
all the excitement that 
accompanies such a diver¬ 
sion from her daily monot- 

"Shirley herself begins to 
understand that she hasn’t 
lived life to the fullest, that 
she has to make a choice, to 
use some of what’s left for 
her,” says McLellan. 

It wasn’t a difficult 
choice for Lyndesfarne 
artistic director Kelly 
Daniels, also a NOTL resi¬ 
dent, and co-founder of the 
theatre company with her 
husband Ric Reid, a Shaw 
ensemble member, to have 
a go at directing the classic. 

’’Why wouldn't I want to 
do it?” says Daniels. “It’s a 
brilliant play, not just for 
women but for everyone.
